Following an 
illness of several 
months, Judge W. D. Paschall died 
Monday morning at ten o’clock at tho 
Johnson Sanitarium in Fort Worth. 
The remains were brought to his 
home in Decatur Monday afternoon, 
and Tuesday at two o'clock the body 
was carried to the Deep Creek ceme­ 
tery where funeral services and inter­ 
ment took place. 
The services were 
conducted by Rev. L. E. Lockhart, 
pastor of the First Christian church, 
and Rev. J. L. Ward, a live-long 
friend of Mr. Paschall. 
The funeral 
was attended by a large concourse of 
citizens and friends, and the floral 
offerings were n u m e ro u s and beau­ 
tiful. 
For several m onths Mr. Paschal! 
had been in failing health. 
He spent 
some tim e at 
Mineral 
Wells, and 
when he returned hom e here it was 
t h o u g h t that he had 
regained his 
vigor. 
He appeared to be improving, 
bu t th e malady from which he was 
suffering had done its work, leaving 
him weakened in stre n g th and spirit, 
and when the news of his b ro th e r’s 
death, which occurred two weeks b e ­ 
fore was brought him, J u d g e Paschall 
appeared to fail rapidly. 
He was 
tak en to th e Johnson Sanitarium , and 
all t h a t medical science knew was 
done, but of no avail; 
an d Monday 
m orning the spirit of th e good man 
took its flight. 
W. Dennis Paschall was born in 
the Deep Creek com m unity on Decem­ 
ber 2 6th. 1858, th e year following 
the location of the county seat.

PUBLIC EDUCATION 
BEING MAINTAINED 


Who remembers the Friday after­ 
noon exercises at the country school 
of thirty or fifty years ago? 
This year, Friday, November 2 3rd, 
many thousands of people will be 
reminded of “old tim es” when they 
assemble at the country school house 
for “community day” exercises. 
This 
day of education week will be the big 
day in th e rural schools when the 
community will discuss m atters of 
vital interest. 
“Equality of oppor­ 
tunity for every American boy and 
girl” is the first subject suggested, 
to be followed by a discussion of th*3 
rural school in particular, th e slogan 
being: “ A square deal for the coun­ 
try boy and girl.” 
In some com m un­ 
ities the exercises will be continued 
Friday night. 
Saturday, November 2 4th, has been 
designated as physical education day 
and most of the subjects suggested 
are of special importance in rural 
communities. 
In many places the 
exercises will be held Saturday night. 
It is a m atter of common knowl­ 
edge that the high schools of the 
United States, 
in 
response to an 
insistent public demand, have intro­ 
duced much material into various 
subjects of the curriculums offered 
in an effort to meet those needs of 
pupils which 
grow 
out of 
social 
organization and have quite generally 
re-organized class room method to 
the same end. 
High schools gener­ 
ally have gone much further than 
this, however, in ways not so gen­ 
erally known. 
In many schools now 
tile secondary pupils participate quite 
freely in school government and thru 
extra curriculum activities are get­ 
ting more active training thru the 
participation in activities whch have 
large socializing values. 
In a study of rural high school in 
the United States, which is in prog­ 
ress iii th** United States bureau of 
education, it has been found that the 
high school have developed a variety 
of extra curriculum activities, the 
range of which is suggested by the 
list of the most common ones which 
follow:

of consolidated schools in the United 
States and the amounts of money 
spent for transportation of pupils. 
The little one room schools are grad­ 
ually disappearing. 
The movement 
to centralize rural schools went for­ 
ward rapidly in the latter part of the 
decade 1910-20 and it seems now to 
be continuing with unabated strength 
now. 
Not all of the state depart­ 
ments of education have compiled the 
figures on centralization but the data 
available point to the general trend. 
Thirty-seven states abandoned in 
the biennium 1920-22 about seven 
thousand one room schools, which 
means a decrease of approximately 
five per cent in the num ber of such 
school in those states. 
Thirty-two 
states report twelve hundred more 
consolidated schools in 1922 than

At least twenty colleges and 
normal schools are offering teachers 
special courses in consolidation and 
transportation. 
The sum of money 
spent for transportation by thirty- 
four states totaled $18,343,020 in 
the years 1921-22. 
This represents 
an increase over the am ount reported 
by those same states in 1920 of over 
four and one-half million dollars. 
A village school district in one 
state has received wide publicity in 
some of the metropolitan daily news­ 
papers because of an ugly row over 
the location of a new school house. 
The legal voters of the district decid-1 
ed, by a small majority, to place the 
new building on the old site. 
The i 
worst feature of this site, the minor­ 
ity contend, is that it adjoins the | 
railroad yards. 
All attem pts to c o n -; 
dernn the site have failed because1 
there is no legal way bv which it j 
may be done 
No school building should be locat- j 
ed within close proximity to railroad 
because of danger from fire, disturb 
ing noises and risk to the lives of 
the children. 
Occasionally, the only 
plausible explanation of a fire that 
destroyed a school house is “ sparks 
from 
the engine.” 
The 
irritating 
squeak and scrape of a switching 
train not only tends to distract the 
attention of children from the studies 
but makes it impossible for a teacher 
to conduct a recitation effectively. 
The lives of school children are too 
precious to be exposed to the dangers 
involved in locating a school house 
close by a railroad. 
In Indiana the law says that school 
house sites and buildings shall nof , 
with certain exceptions, be nearer 
than five hundred feet to a railroad. 
The laws of every state should pro­ 
hibit the location of school houses 
within too close proximity to railroad 
tracks. 
Many little children a r e becoming 
acquainted with their first teacher. 
They are telling their mothers about 
her at night. Perhaps they refuse to 
answer questions about her, but they 
imitate her in talking to the baby, or 
in driving the cows home from the 
pasture, they sing as she does. 
She 
is making them over and they are 
recording the fact in many ways.

Neighbor’s Rights. 


Consolidation Plan. 


If his statement before Interstate 
Commerce Commission last week was 
fairly reported in press dispatches, 
Mr. Splawn put himself in opposition 
both to the policy of railroad con­ 
solidation, as proposed by the trans­ 
portation act, and to the particular 
scheme under consideration to effect 
that policy. 
It is to be inferred from 
the report of his statement that, in 
Mr. Splawn’s opinion, it is not possi­ 
ble to effect such a grouping of the 
railroads as would reconcile him to 
the adoption of the policy, his belief 
being, apparently, that the benefits 
which woui'd come from even an ideal 
grouping would not compensate for 
the disadvantages which he regards 
as inherent and unavoidable. 
But while this is the only inference 
to be drawn from the press dispatch’s 
synopsis of Mr. Splawn’s argument 
against the policy of consolidation, 
conclusion is somewhat questioned by 
the cogency with which he advocated 
the particular plan he offered as a 
substitute for that under considera­ 
tion, in so far as it relates to the 
roads in whose disposition Texas has 
a sectional interest. 
The grouping 
which Mr. Splawn suggested differs 
radically from that recommended by 
Professor Ripley, which is the one 
tentatively under consideration. 
His 
plan would give every great system 
west of the Mississippi an outlet to 
the gulf, and put them under the 
inclination of a preponderant interest 
to favor gulf ports in the movement 
of traffic seaward that originates be­ 
tween the Mississippi and the Rocky 
mountains. 
Every one of these big 
systems, moreover, would be highly 
competitive with every other. 
Particular plan proposed by Mr. 
Splawn 
seems incomparably better 
than that, which is under considera­ 
tion on the recommendation of Ripley- 
considered from the standpoint of th ■ 
interest of Texas, and even from th*' 
larger one of the interest ot the great 
agricultural states of the west. 
The 
adoption of that particular plan. it is 
safe to say, would win to the pro 
posed policy of consolidation support 
of most of those in this state who are 
now opposed to it 
And Mr. Splawn. 
there is reason to suspect, might him 
self be included in that statement. 
He argued so persuasively and elo­ 
quently for his own plan, in contra­ 
position to that of Professor Ripley, 
as to make one wonder whether the 
opposition which he expressed to the 
principle and policy of consolidation 
is not in reality inspired by his objec­ 
tions to the particular application it 
is proposed to make of it to railroads 
of the west and southwest. 
If that 
is »fie case, fie must concede that 
there are possibilities of good in tie- 
proposed policy of consolidation, and 
that one’s attitude toward it is to re­ 
determined by the application whim 
is made of that policy. 
At the least. 
it is evident that the adoption of the 
policy to which he is abstractly op 
posed would not make Mr. Splawn 
unhappy if it were effected in th 
manner suggested by him. 
He might 
think it regrettable, but would hardly 
think it calamitous.— Dallas News.

ment in the several communities. 
Originally it was thought that the 
expense would inhibit the effort, 
investigation has proven that the cost 
assessed pro rata against each ot tie 
several communities which it is bf - 
lieved can be induced to come into 
the plan would form a negligible 
amount for each to pay. Community 
fairs were held the present season at 
Sweetwater, Sycamore, Decatur and 
Alvord, and others were suggested at 
Boyd and Bridgeport but failed to 
materialize, probably for the lack of 
time. 
If ail of these and others can 
come in next year and show the class 
of products which were on exhibition 
this year, the result of a collection of 
Wise county products shown competi­ 
tively against the state may not be 
doubted.

GREATER FACILITY 
OF RURAL SCHOOLS 


The greatest tragedy of the rural 
school problem in many countries is 
lack of opportunity for high school 
instruction. This situation is impair­ 
ing rural life by depriving thousands 
of country boys and girls of the 
chance to receive as much education 
as their city cousins; by compelling 
many good farmers to leave the land 
and move to town where they can 
secure high school advantages for 
their children; and by forcing other 
farmers to make great financial sac­ 
rifices in order to board the children 
in towns where high schools exist or 
to meet the still further expense of 
placing them in boarding schools. 
In one county, for example, having 
fifty-seven 
one 
and 
two 
teacher 
schools, only about fifty per cent of 
th** eighth grade graduates enter high 
schools. 
In another county, which 
hag eliminated practically all its on** 
teacher schools, about ninety per cent 
of the eighth grade graduates enter 
high school. These two examples are 
only a few of the many that could be 
given to show that consolidation will 
increase hick school enrollment.

READING 
and USING 
your Gas 
meter 


A little effort on your part will make you a 
friend of your gas meter. Through its use you 
can see if any gas is leaking, you can see how 
much each gas burning appliance uses, and you 
can check up your gas bills and economize on 
the quantity. 
In reading the meter you take notice of the 
position of the indicator on each dial. 
Start 
with the IO foot dial. Put down the last num­ 
ber it has passed—let’s say “7.” Then put in 
front of this seven the last number the hand 
has passed on tile IOO foot dial—let’s say “C.” 
You now have 67. Put in front of this the last 
figure passed on the 1000 foot dial—say “3.” 
Then take the last figure passed on the 10,000 
foot dial, say ‘‘2.” 
The result will be 2367. 
Put that figure down where you won’t lose it. 
Then a month or a week, or even a day later, 
make the same reading, subtract the figures 
you got the first time from it, and you will know ex­ 
actly the amount of gas you have used and lost. 
Now for a test of your house line. Turn off all fires, 
mark where the hand is on the IO foot dial, leave it 
for several hours, then
